Buys 420 Acres 


H. P. Garin, one of the largest 
vegetable shippers in the state 
has purchased 420 acres of land 
in the Brentwood and Knightsen 
sections for future development, 
according to.word received from 
Martinez yesterday. 


The deal includes 108 acres of 
land from the Girgsby estate 
one mile and a half east of 
Brentwood. This land is now be- 
ing leveled under the direction of 
D. D. Watson and will be planted 
in August to lettuce and cauli- 
flower. Another tract of 137 acres, 
three miles east of Brentwood was 
purchased from M. C. Preston and 
will be planted entirely to archard 
during the coming winter. 

Garin has also recently pur- 
chased from the Balfour Guthrie 
company 160 acres on Walnut 
boulevard, one mile south of 
Brentwood which is also being 
prepared for the early fall plant- 
ing of lettuce, cauliflower dnd 
cabbage. Another fifteen acre tract 
has been sold to Stanley Ramon 
who is field manager for Garin 
and has direct charge of his activ- 
ities in Diablo Valley. Ramon will 
also plant his land to fall vege- 
lables. These investments by Garin 
which will approximate $125,000

This is the only “country in the world, writes 
George B. Lockwood i) the Netional Republican 
(Washington), is which ov ~-mort undertakes to 
interfere with the forms -f ~ovcrament _ prevailing 
within political parties. In view of the fact that 
the acts of organized parties must be subjected to 
the decisions of the public will at the polls, there is 
no legitimate reason for such laws as those which im- 
pose the necesity’of a given method of selecting can- 
didates or declaring principles. The convention sys- 
tem, properly safeguarded to insure‘ the right of all 
-“ those actually adhering to a political party to take 
part in the selection of its agents, is the representative 
republican plan of party organization. Under the di- 
rect primary system a political party may be, and 
sometimes is, seized and governed by elements out of 
harmony with its professed principles. Such a sys- 
tem makes a responsible government impossible. It 
makes of political parties only agencies of individual 
ambition: mere office-brokerage concerns. It has well- 
night expelled courage from public life.. It has exallt- 
ed the time-server, the politican who thinks more of 
the’ momentary wishes of his constituents, however, 


is making political parties thoroughly unrepresentative 


power. 

The advocacy of the direct primary may seem 
to the short-sighted demagogue politican a form of 
flattery of the people which will promote the for- 
tunes of those who engage in it. But the American 
people have a genius for government derived from the 
fact that they are realists. A theory, however allur- 
ing, which works more poorly than a less attractive 
theory which produces far better results, will not per- 
manently hold the public allegiance. The demand is 
great and growing for a return to representative gov- 
ernment in political parties and m government; in 
other words, a return to the traditional American form 
of party and*of national: government. 

The convention system of party government, 
when restored, of course should be amply safe-guard- 
ed. The abuses of that system in an earlier day are 
well remembered. But in proportion to the rapidity 
of return by the American people to the principles 
of representative republican government in proportion 
to their abandonment of the discredited European 

theory of pure “democracy” the American people wil 
be on. the way to stability and progress in national, 
state and local political and public affairs.
